On still another controversial is­ 
sue between east and west—the 
Palestine problem—talks will take 
place at the Manhattan offiees of 
the American delegation this af­ 
ternoon. 
The eleven members of the se­ 
curity council have been invited to 
the U. S. offices to exchange ideas 
on the proposed trusteeship for 
the Holy Land, the chances for a 
Jewish-Arab truce, and the future 
of partition. 
Still In Question 
The attendance of Soviet Dele­ 
gate Andrei Groymko is still in 
question. 
He has vigorously at­ 
tacked the United States for drop­ 
ping partition and has announced 
his opposition to the interim trus­ 
teeship. 
The security council is slated to 
resume efforts tomorrow to ap­ 
point a sub-committee for investi­ 
gation of Chile'a charges that Rus­ 
sia threatened peace in support­ 
ing the recent Communist coup in 
Prague. 
Russian resistance to such a de­ 
cision is certain to grow intensive, 
particularly since the sub-commit- 
tee would be asked to hear six or 
more escaped Czech officials who 
were witnesses of Soviet interven­ 
tion in the Prague coup.

With this bill now on the law 
books, treasurx 
officials tackled 
two tasks. 
The most immediate is to put 
lower withholding taxes into ef­ 
fect May 1. the date provided for 
in the new law. The next is to ar­ 
range for refunds for overwith- 
holding of taxes from wages and 
salaries from Jan 1 to May 1. 
The tax cut is relroactive to Jan. 
1 and as a result the government 
will 
owe 
millions of taxpayers 
moderate sums for the four-months 
period during which the higher 
withholding rates will be in ef­ 
fect this year.

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WAYS TO CLEAN NEW FABRICS 


New fabrics require new m eth­ 
ods for keeping them clean. Heavj- 
plastic-coated household and up­ 
holstering fabrics, such as koro- 
seal. 
Fabrikoid, 
Beutanol. 
and 
Versilan. can be wiped clean with 
a soft cloth wrung out in luke­ 
warm, mild, soapy water. A few I 
drops of household ammonia add­ 
ed to remove stubborn soil on up- j 
holstery is quite satisfactory. If 
pressing is necessary it may be 
done by ironing the plastic-coated 
cloth with moderate heat. Iron 
these fabrics on the wrong side of 
the material with a slightly damp 
doth between the iron and the 
plastic. 
To olean the heavy film-type 
plastic fabrics, used in upholstery, 
curtains, and aprons, sponge them 
off in the same manner. Rinse 
them with clean water and allow 
them to drip dry. Wrinkles will 
usually hang out and if necessary 
can be pressed out by using heavy 
brown paper between the iron 
and the plastic. 
Shower curtains, bathroom and 
kitchen curtains, and others made 
of light film-type plastics may be 
washed gently by hand in warm 
sudsy water and rinsed in clear 
water. Shake the fabric, open it, 
and hang it away from heat to 
dry. If it becomes a bit sticky, 
sprinkle the fabric with talcum 
powder after it is thoroughly dry. 
Gently squeeze nylon fabrics 
in lukewarm suds to wash them. 
Rinse them thoroughly and dry 
them rapidly away from the heat. 
Pressing nylons is easy if done 
on the wrong aide when the fab­ 
ric is almost dry. Chlorine and 
household bleaches will discolor 
and weaken nylon fabric.
